A Bepublican mass-mecting was held last 
nigth\ at Central Hall, corner of Wabash avenue 
and T'wenty-second street.

Now was the time when our cit- 
mens should see where the money went and 
what offices could be dispensed with. 
The speaker said that the great trouble 
with the city wae the general in- 
eficiepcy of the heads of department.

THE BUMMERS OUSTED! 

The best day’s work that has been done in 
Chicago for a long time was consummated 
. yesterday in the ousting of Mm Evans, Ep 
PMI, and Jm Gon from the offices 
of Collector, Assessor, and Town Clerk of 
South Chicago, which they had usurped 
through the brazen frauds perpetrated 
at the annual town meeting on the 
4th inst, It is unnecessary to re- 
capitulate these frauds, for the city 
has been ringing with them ever aince they 
became known ; and it was mainly the popu- 
lar indignation against them that called 
forth the unprecedented meeting at the Kx- 
position Building last Tuesday, At tat 
meeting a committee of twenty-five citizens 
ij was appointed to oust the ballot-box stuff. 
ers and their allies from the places they 
had attempted te Reh, This Committee 
has been in almost continuous session ever 
wince, and thelr labors have been crowned 
with complete success, Too much praise 
cannot be awarded to them for the secrecy 
and diligence with which they have pursued 
their object. Their success shows what oan 
be done by the force of an aroused public 
opinion ooupled with intelligent and de- 
termined action. 

It was found that the law provides that in 
casos where a vacancy existe in any town 
office through death, resignation, failure to 
elect, or otherwise, the Justices of the Peace, 
the Supervisor, and Town Clerk shall consti- 
tute a Board of Appointment, hav- 
ing power to meet and all such 
vacancy. A statement was prepared 
in the nature of a petition or memorial to 
this Board of Appointment, and signed by a 
number of citizéns of South Chicago, setting 
forth the failure to elect officers at the annual 
town meeting, by reason of frauds so glaring 
as to entirely vitiate the election, and pray- 
ing the Board to meet and fill the vacancies. 
The Board met yesterday at 4 o'clock at No. 
204 La Salle street. A large number of citizens 
were present, so large in fact that the Board 
were compelled to adjourn to more commo- 
dious quarters at the Grand Pacific Hotel. 
The full Board was present, consisting of 
Justices D’Woxr, Foorx, Watiace, Sumwer- 
FIELD, Potuak, Men, and Hares, Super- 
visor Ryan, and Town Clerk Gr 
son. Shortly after assembling, Supervisor 
Ryan handed in his resignation, and Rospzrt 
T. Laxcotn was appointed Supervisor in his 
place. It should be remarked that Mr. Ryan 
has behaved handsomely throughout this 
whole affair. It has never been charged that 
he had any share in the frauds on the ballot 
box, and he has manifested the desire at all 
times to perform the part of a good citizen. 

The Board took a vote on the question of 
proceeding to hear testimony on the subject 
of the late town meeting, and here the fact 
was developed that only two of the Justices 
were disposed to side with the ballot-box 
stuffers and face the community in which 
they live as the allies of Evans, Pururs, 
and GizEson,—viz.: Gronda A. , Merce 
and J. Came Hames. We desire 
that the public shall take particular 
notice of their action. As for Mon, we are 
not surprised at his behavior, since his in- 
stincts are of the bummer sort, but the 
young man Hares had promised faithfully 
to stand by and support the action of the 
Committee. He even went so far as to ad. 


vise them to act expeditiously, implying that 


if they delayed there was danger some mem- 


bers ef the Board would be seen by the 
other side. The event would indicate that 
at least one of them was seen.“ 

The Board proceeded to take testimony. 
The witnesses of the election frauds were 
sworn, and the examination was continued 
till nearly 11 o'clock last night, prov- 
ing conclusively that tne ballot-bozes 
hed been tampered with to such 
an extent that no valid election 
had been held; after which the Board voted 
by 6 to 9 that vacancies existed in the offices 
of Collector, Assessor, and Town Clerk.

What are you going to do about it ?” 
This has been the taunt of the three cheap 
rascals who had constituted themselves the 
taxing power of South Chicago.

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TEE CANDIDATES FOR ALDERMEN. 

No more serious or timely thought ‘ can oo- 
cupy men’s minds to-day than the considera- 
tion of their duty as citizens in the exercise 
of their right of suffrage next Tuesday. The 
prosperity of the city, the growth of trade, 
the sanctity of the home, the influences for 
good or bad, the value of property, the cost 
of living, are all involved in the character of 
the new Council which is then to be chosen. 
It will be the only opportunity of years to 
make a clean sweep of bummerism and intro- 
duce a preponderance of the respectable ele- 
ment. In future elections but one-half the 
whole number of Aldermen will be chosen, 
but next Tuesday the entire Council is to be 
elected. If the new regime can be started 
out with good men there will be little diffi- 
culty in maintaining character and respecta- 
bility in the future; if not, then there will 
be little hope for decent people and the tax- 
payers for years to come.

In the Eighth Ward the Republican candi- 
dates are Gzorcz W. Srorronů and FAX 
Lawizr. If elected, the ward will be far 
better represented than it has been for years. 
They can be elected if the respectable class 
of voters unite upon them; but we under- 
stand that Messrs. Prxncx and Rorsmo pro- 
pose to run as independents, which will sim- 
ply result in the election of the two old 
Cotvmy bummers, OBI] and Barry, two 
of the very worst men in the Council. 

In the Ninth Ward the Republicans have 
nominated Jacop Bezrpizen and J. M. Van- 
OspeL, and no better men can be found any- 
where in the city.

In the Eleventh Ward the Republican can- 
didates, J. B. Briaos and A. G. Troop, are 
among the best men in the ward and in the 
city. They will be elected, as they ought to 
be 


In the Twelfth Ward 8. H. Moana and 
James T. RAWI Ion are running independ- 
ently. Both are prominent business men, 
old residents, and among the very best selec- 
tions that have been made for the Reform 
Council. Their election seems to be pretty 
well assured, since Mr. Crank, one of the 
contestants, has withdrawn; but CampsBELi 
will poll a strong vote. 

In the Thirteenth Ward the Republican 
majority is imperiled by faction-fighting, 
feuds, and bickering. Ald. Oxzvz.anp will 
be re-elected, we think, as he deserves to be. 
Who the other successful candidate will be is 
hard to tell, as things are badly mixed. It is 
a great pity there cannot be unity. A seat 
in the Council will probably be thrown away, 
and the bummers will gain an Alderman. 

In the Fourteenth Ward the Republican 
candidates, BaumGarTzn and W. F. Jomnson, 
are by all odds the best men of the two 
tickets. 

In the Fifteenth Ward the principal work 
of the voters, irrespective of party, should be 
to defeat the bummer Tom Srovr, and Prerz 
Manz, in case the latter is a candidate. They 
are two of the worst men in the Council. 

In the Sixteenth Ward, whoever else may 
be voted for, JA Lancacugr and Par K 
Ly ought not to be. Arno Voss, a Democrat, 
and Franx Liysrnparts, independent Re- 
publican, are probably the best men in the 
field. 

In the Seventeenth Ward there are about 
seventeen candidates, including Tom Carney. 
The chief public interest in the fight in that 
ward is that Sweznzsry and Muzpxy, two Col- 
vinite Aldermen in the present Council, may 
be defeated. 

The regular candidates in the Eighteenth 
Ward are believed to be good men on both 
sides, but it will be safest to elect Messrs. 
Km Hawes and Jacosp Boszr. All parties 
should watch the Coroconan gang to see that 
they do not run him in ahead of all the 
known candidates when the votes come to be 
counted. 

We have thus endeavored to make a fair 
canvass of the Aldermanic contest, without 
political bias and with a single view to a 
reformation in the Council, beginning with a 
new Mayor. All citizens, whether Democrats 
or Republicans, should be governed by the 
same motive at this time, and vote accord- 
ingly. 

THE ELECTION AND THE CITY CREDIT. 

One of the most striking and beneficial ef- 
fects of a complete change in the City Gov- 
ernment, the election of a new Oouncil com- 
posed of business men, and the election by 
them of an honest business man for Mayor, 
will be the general revival of publie confi- 
dence, 

The city ia in immediate want of money to 
avoid protest on paper fallingdue, It has 
tried other markets and has failed to obtain 
it; it has tried the home market with no bet- 
ter suceess, The reason of these failures has 
been that those in Chicago who might ad- 
vance the money have had no confidence in 
the executive management of the Mayor, or 
in the integrity of the Common Couneil, 
in the wisdom ef ite appropriations, or in 
the character of ita expenditures, The whole 
character of the City Government resting 
upon the conduct of the Mayor and Oouneil 
has been destructive of public confidence and 
respect. The capitalists of other parts of 
the country have lost confidence in a city the 
people of which have not the patriotiam to 
give time enough to vote for an honest City 
Government, and leave all things to the rule 
of the criminal classes. 


At the election on Tuesday the people of 
Chicago can do much to restore the confi- 
dence which is now wanting. The election 
of anew Council with a majority of two- 
thirds composed of honest, well-known busi- 
ness men, and the election by that body of a 
Mayor of a different class than the present 
one, will have the immediate effect of re- 
storing confidence both at home and else- 
where. 

There is a large sum of taxes unpaid, and 
they are unpaid largely because of the char- 
acter of the City Government. The continu- 
ance in office of the present dynasty will 
swell the sum of unpaid taxes, So universal 
and deep-rooted is the distrust of Cor vm 
and his Common Council that no man feels 
the least hesitation in declining to pay taxes 
to be expended by the Common Council. A 
radical change in the character of the men 
composing the Council, and the placing of 
the affairs of the city in the hands of men 
familiar with business, themselves tax- 
payers and deeply interested in the 
welfare of Chicago, will remove this 
popular distrust. There will be a gen- 
eral willingness to relieve the city 
of its embarrassments,—a readiness to 
co-operate, by the payment of the overdue 
taxes, with the new Government in the ex- 
trication of the city from its present financial 
discredit. There has never been the least 
intention to repudiate the city debts or to 
repudiate taxation. The distrust has been 
of the Government, and the purpose has 
been to keep from it the possession and con- 
trol of the means of perpetuating its own 
a month ago and invited the people to 
choose their own Mayor, the city would not 
have been subjected to the financial humil- 
iations it has experienced since then. Mr. 
Cor vi would have enjoyed a degree of per- 
sonal respect he can never hope for as an 
usurper. The election of next Tuesday will, 
therefore, if the business community and the 
hard-working artisans do their duty in the 
selection of Aldermen, be a deliverance of 
the city from the disgrace and discredit, 


Ring in New York, and even the exploits of 


financial and political, to which it is now 
subjected, and there will be a restoration of 
confidence in the administration of city af- 
fairs that has not existed during the last 
year. We all want the credit and means of 
the city re-established, and the wages of the 
policemen, firemen, school-teachers, and 
other employes paid; we all want a polies 
force, a fire-department, and schools ; and the 
only way to prevent the disbandment of 
these is to elect a Government which will in- 


spire confidence and respect.

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IMPORTANCE OF TUESDAY'S ELECTION. 

The election of Tuesday, it should not be 
forgotten, is for thirty-six Aldermen, being 
an entire new Board. In all the wards there 
are candidates who ought to be elected. 
There are a multitude of candidates, but 
there has been an energy and a public spirit 
strong enough to indyce at least two good 
men in each ward to consent to serve as 
Aldermen, if elected. In several wards the 
candidates on both sides are personally men 
of character, and these wards will be 
sented creditably whichever ticket be elected. 
In other wards there is large room for choice, 
and we earnestly advise every respectable 
citizen to ignore party nominations in voting 
for Aldermen, when by so doing he can se- 
cure the election of a better man. 

The nomination of Mr. Horn for Mayor, 
unless he be also elected an Aldermen, will 
be no more than a great public protest 
against Cotvin’s usurpation. It will be put- 
fing, in a direct and condensed form, an ex- 
pression of the judgment of the people of the 
city against Colvinism. 

But the Mayor must be elected by the Com- 
mon Council from among its own members, 
and hence the imperious necessity of voting 
for and electing the very best men as Alder- 
men. To elect a majority of Aldermen op- 
posed to the election of a Mayor will be 
claimed by Col v as a popular verdict in his 
favor, and he will be entitled to claim it. 
Wasting votes therefore on personal or other 
grounds in the choice of Aldermen is in the 
interest of Col vx. 

It should be remembered that under the 
present charter nearly all the powers of Gov- 
ernment are concentrated in the hands of the 
Common Council. They have the power to 
create offices without number, and to abolish 
them at will; they have the power to fix sal- 
aries ; they are required to make a new code 
of city laws; have ample authority to engage 
in constructing public buildings, and in all 
other public improvements, and may appro- 
priate and expend money without any other 
restriction than their own discretion. Their 
power to tax.is as unlimited as their power 
to expend. The Common Council is clothed 
with absolute and unrestrained power. to 
an extent beyond anything known to any 
previous charter. Hence the necessity, in- 
creased necessity, for the election of a strong 
majority of thorough business men to the 
next Council. The election of such a Board 
will give new life to the feeble and waning 
credit of the city. It will give to the public 
an assurance that the affairs of the city will 
be administered by business men in a business 
way. The people will pay their taxes when 
they know the money will not be wasted, or 
stolen, or used for the support of bummers. 
The distressed and empty Treasury will be 
revived under the confidence inspired by 
the change. The city laborers and other ser- 
vants will be paid their wages. Kiting will 
give way to legitimate financiering; the pub- 
lic creditors will be satisfied; and the good 
name and credit of Chicago will be restored. 

Nothing, however, can be done unless the 
people turn out om Tuesday next and devote 
the day to the election of honest Aldermen. 


CORRUPTION OF THE BALLOTIN ENGLAND. 

The English Pecksniffian journals, and or- 
gans of the flunkey clubs, continue to des- 
cant upon the decline & public morals in 
the United States, to the great delectation of 
snobdom. Even the London Times, which 
deals with all topics with a broader range 
and better comprehension than any other 
British paper, has fallen, to some extent, into 
the like vein, and finds it necessary to assure 
its readers that the American people are 
honest at the core; and, altogether, a deal of 
printer's ink ia wasted and white paper 
spoiled in Her Majesty's realm in pointing 
out the festering corruption in our public 
‘affaires of which the people of this country 
are wetting about purging the body politic, 
Incidentally, however, the soent of the Brit. 
ish papers for corruption at long range is 
disturbed by the reeking rottenness under 
theirown nostrils, and,coming down from lofty 
critical heights, to which they mounted 
for our benefit and their own awful warn- 
ing, the Euglish newspapers are com- 
pelled to make mention of the 
plague-spots in their own political system. 
Thus it comes that the press of all England 
is ocoupied with discussion of the corrup. 
tion of the ballot in that country, as com- 
pared with which the rascalities of the Twaup 


our own Tusoanton, of the House of David, 
and his fellows, were mild offenses. The tes- 
timony taken by the Royal Commission as to 
the elective corruption at Norwich discloses 
what may be assumed to be the condition of 
affairs in many other large towns. The in- 
vestigation was brought about by the fact 
that for years the election there has been fol- 
lowed by contest and unseating of the mem- 
ber returned tothe House of Commons, and 
the Commission was appointed to find out 
what was the matter of Norwich. 

Upon elaborate investigation it was found 
that the corruption, like the common law, 
dates back to the time when the memory of 
man ranneth not to the contrary. There 
was, in short, no record of a time when 
voters did not sell their votes, and every free- 
man for generations had looked forward to 
the increase of his income, upon his arrival 
at the legal age, by peddling his vote. In 
Norwich there were, until the Reform act of 
1867, but about 17,000 voters,—freemen, free- 
holders, and householders; but that act, under 
the £10 rental clause, added nearly ten 
thousand to the number of honseholding 
voters. It was, according to the report, 
simply the addition of so many purchasable 
voters to the whole number before upon the 
market. The new voters, who for long 
years had been excluded from the electoral 
franchise, and with envy had beheld how 
their more favored neighbors drove a pros- 
perous trade in sale of their votes, in slang 
phrase, upon acquiring the ballot, went in 
to make up for lost time. The effect of the 
competition in corruption was to reduce the 
market quotation for votes. That brought 
about more shameless peddling of them to 
find the highest bidders, and the voters of 
all classes, it was proved, are now in the 
habit of besieging the political commit tees 
and managers for money on every and 

The Commission finds that there. 
are not less than between three and four 
thousand voters in the town who are regular- 
ly bribed on one side or the other at every 
election, and whose votes can only be se 


cured by purchase. It is concluded that a 


majority of the electors are reasonably hon- 
est, —that is, would decline to sell their votes 
outright,—but they are so open to in- 
direct bribery that they afford no sort 
of protection against the prevalent cor- 
ruption dating from time immemorial. 
Even under the British civil service 
members of Parliament possess considerable 
power of patronage, and a member can do 
a great deal for his town and his constita- 


-ents, all which he does and disposes of to 


purchase votes, very much as it is done un- 
der our spoils system, only more so. With 
8 shillings 6 pence as the established market 
price for the votes directly put upon the 
market, and the patronage corruption of the 
other electors, the corruption is found hope- 
less,—so hopeless that, when the Commis- 
sioners inquired if, by union of the better 
class of voters against bribery, by agreement 
on both sides, it might not be abandoned, 
the reply was that it was impossible. The 
moral to it all comes in the report of the 
Commission, which hopelessly states the 
facts without any recommendation, man- 
ifestly despairing of any relief what- 
ever. The only suggestion made thus 
far, and that through the newspapers, 
is disfranchisement of the entire town. 
But, that precedent once set, the query is 
whether there could be any effective relief 
unless the disfranchisement were extended 
until about all the large towns were disfran- 
chised, which, of course, is impossible. With 
all the corruption exposed in this country, we 
have never yet reached that point when such 
a suggestion could be seriously made, nor 
when the decent portion of the community 
could not control the elections, when they 
chose to make the effort. Nor is there peril 
that such time will come. Unless there be 
prospect of that we can endure the ills 
we suffer until we succeed in redressing 
them ; and meanwhile, with knowledge of the 
corruption they suffer in England, we ought 
to be able to bear with equaniniity British 
homilies on the decline of public morals in 
the United States.

Wasnurnoron, D. O., April 15.—In the House 
this forencoma, Mr. Hurd, from the Judiciary 
Committee, reported a resolution in the habeas 
corpus case of Hallet Kilbourn, the recusant 
witness in the real-estate pool investigation, 
directing the Sergeant-at-Arms to make a care- 
ful return to the writ setting out the cause of 
the detention of Kilbourn, and retain custody of 
his body, and not to produce it before the Judge 
or court without further order of the House.

THE IMPEACHMENT TRIAL.

Wasurmaton, D. C., April 15.—The impeach- 
ment trial of Belknap, the opening of which is 
set for Monday, is not likely to proceed beyond 
the mere formality of the appearance of the 
accused on that day, either in person or by 
counsel.

Une of the projectors of that enterprise, while the 
ruins were still smoking, wrote toa friend in the East 
concerning the great calamity that had fallen upon the 
city, declaring that those ashes were sown by our 
Heavenly Father, and that, therefore, the was 
gocd. How has that prophesy been fulfilled in dem- 
onst ration of the proposiuon herein contained? The 
burning of that bwiding deprived the Evangelists of 
their place of bolding meetings in Chicago, and deter- 
miped them to go to England until it should be re- 
built. The world knows the result of the spirit of re- 
vival that weat with and followed them. And in the 
large cities of England and Scotland that seed has 
sprung up in magnificent buildings for Young Men's 
Corisuen Associatious as the legitimate fruit. 

Those men, under the guidance of the Holy Spirit, 
have, at the conclusion of their labors in each city 
held a meeting to test the genuineness of results; and 
the God of the Ita chapter of John has met them on 
the platform and crystallized their effurts in enduring 
monuments representing tee normal condition of ail 
who love our Lord Jesus Christ iu sincerity and in 
truth. New York hes its building, the second one 
built in America; but this will not hinder something 
of a like character taking place in New York. And 
thon, most appropriately, Mr. Moody can speak as one 
who knows whereof he arms wuen he shall, through 
another adde@® monument of living witnesses to the 
power of the Gospel of Christ which he core „ 
to the churches of the United States, in the epirit of 
John Wannamaker’s speech: “Eucourage Young 

Men's Christian Associations,” 

Watch over them im love, and thus perpetuate the 
union with which we have lavored and prayed in the 
work of saving young men. Then shall this centen- 
nial year be the harbinger and prelude to the millennial 
years, when “the ernment shall be upon His 
shoulders.” And allenvyings and strifes shail cease 
in the unbroken harmony ef a perfectly saved Caurch, 
meited into the spirit of our common Master. 

For such union in Christian efiort let us all pray and 
labor; and then we can show our faith by our worka, 
in just as many buildings as the young men of our 
country may need, that the Universalist Church may 
exhibit to an unbelieving world that the power of 
Christiapity, lise lea ven, is unifying its adherents, 
and thus destroying one of the Devil s strongest argu- 
ments against ite uulity.

AN AMERICAN CHURCH IN ROME. 

CEREMONIES ATTSNDIDG ITS CONSECBATION. 

A dispatch to thé London Times from Rome, 
under date of March 25, gives the followiog par- 
ticulars of the consecration of St. Paul's 
Protestant FEpise opal Church in Rome: 

The new American church, built in the Vis 
Nazionale, and dedicated to St. Paul, was sclemniy 
consecrated this morning by Dr. Littlejohn, Bishop 
of Long Island, assisted by the Bishops of Peter- 
borough, Givraitar, Down and Connor, and Ne- 
brasksa, the Rev. Dr. Hevin, Chaplain of the American 
Congregation; the Rev. Mr. Wasse, Chaplain of the 
Engiish Congrogation ; the Rev, Lord Piunket ; and a 
large number of minor ciergy. Tae Bishops and the 
clergy went in procession along ihe Via Nazionale 
amid an immense crowd assembied to witness this 
unusual sight, Atthedoor of thechurch they were 
met by the Churchwardens aad Vestrymen, one of 
whom reid the instrument of donation, de- 
claiing the church to be free from debt 
and requesting consecration, The Bishops and 
clergy then advanced up the nave, the choristers sing- 
ing. an antiphonm from Tralm 21, The earth is the 
Lord's,” and having taken their respective places, the 
sentence ef consecration wae read by the Rev. Or. 
Potter, Secretary to the United States House of 
Bishops, which was afterwards laid upon the altar by 
ihe Bishop of Long Island. The fall choral service 
and anthem, conducted under the direction of Dr, 
Monk, of York Cathedral, were sung by a large choir, 
composed ef ladies and gentiemen of the Epgush and 
American congregations, The prayers were read by 
Dr. Hevin and the Kev. Sotnerset Bartchael, he First 
Lesson «by Dr. Potter, the Second Lesson 
by the Rev. Lord Pinnket, the Commandments 
by the Bishop of Down and Connor, the Epistle by the 
Rev. Mr. Wasse, and the Gospel by the Bishop of 
Peterborough, The sermon was preachel by the 
Bishop of Long Island from the ith verse of the let 
chapter of the Epistie to the Romans, to the following 
eff ect: 

„ the remarkable occasion which had brought 
them together would doubtless create inquiry and pro- 
voke criticiem, the Bishop thought proper, in antici- 
pation of both, to stave why they were there and what 
they proposed todo. Their civil rights to build this 
church was sufficiently guaranteed by the religious 
liberty now so happy established in this realm. 
Their ecclorinetiai right would naturally be denied by 
all who accept the absolute enupremacy of Rome. But 
the right rested on grounds whica could not be 
shaken, grounds which justified alarge part of the 
Church ef the sixteenth century in driving from its 
borders universvily admitted corruption and 
usurpewons, They were hero to auepherd the 
sheop ia their own fold, and nos in the 
spirit of eggressive popagundism, or to work 
coufusion and disorder, Controversy would not ve 
invited, but neither would it be declined if the inter- 
este of (ruth demanded it. Tals church would strive 
for peace with all men, aud the true unity of Christ's 
body. It would be concerned before all in maiutaia- 
tug the purity and unity of the Catholic Church and 
tue written word of God, the unerring source of ail 
that in necessary to be believed, But the written word 
of God must have interpreters. Where, asked the 
bishop, is thet interpreter to be found? Under what 
conditions and Sy wuat tongue dors it speak? It was 
impossible for any living brunch of the Church to be 
ent under the portentous confict of opinions which 
these questious have excited,” 

After stating the essential points, upon which there 
is no debate, the preacher set forth fully the rival 
theories of infallibility, the extreme Protestant, the 
Komish, and the Primitive, and, lastiy, he considered 
the attitude maintained by the several leading branches 
of Curist’s Church towards the genius and arift of 
modera civilization. 

The church wes densely crowded by the elite of the 
English and American society in Rome. The English 
Ambassador and Ambassadress, the United ‘States 
Minieter, with the Secretaries of both Legations, were 
present, and aleomany members of the Roman and 
lialian nobility and many Senators and Deputies.

MILWAUKEE PULPIT SKETCHES. 
THE REY. U. E. GORDON, UNITARIAN CHURCH, CASS 
Breer. 
T the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 

Mitwavukeg, Wis., April 14.— The Rev. G. E 
Gordon, who ministers to the eviritaal needs of 
the Unitarian congregation worshiping in Cass 
street. is a gentiemae who, by virtue of his tal- 
evts, demandsa wider and moro liboral recog- 
nition than has hitherto been accorded to him in 
Milwaukee. Taken all in all, he is perhaps the 
most original pulpit orator in thecity. His 
mental scholartzhip aad training have been nursed 
jn a school remarkable for originality and intel- 
lectual vigor. The English high priests of this 
denomination, such as, for example, Martineau 
and Bache, are nove the less illustrious than the 
late John Angell James, and the liviog R. W. 
Dale, of Congremationalist renown,—both notable 
as possesting rare mental attainmen ts, gifts of 
oratory, freshness of thought, and felicity of 
diction. 

The Unitarian, or, as the Baptists will have it, 
Socinian, school has hitherto been able to re- 
joice iu turning oft pupils who, if not otherwise 
remarkably eminent. have been, and still are, 
conspicuously original, Contrasting and com- 
paring the Unitarian and Congregational 
Churches im their devominational aspect leads 
one fora moment to institute comparisons be- 
tween a local individual representative of either 
Church. viz.: tbe Rev. I. H. Rose, pastor of 
the Congregational Plymouth Church, about 
whom we bad something to say a few weeks ago, 
and the subject of our present sketch, the Rev. 
G. E. Gordon, pastor of the Unitarian Chureb. 
of the Redeemer. 

Like Mr. Rose, Mr. Gordon isa newcomer to 
Milwaukee, and is, 80 to speak, at present only 
feeling the pulse of the maltitude in search of 
spiritual guidance and teaching. Like Mr. 
Rose, he is in the prime of manhood; bas healthy 
and vigorous conceptions as to a pastor’s duties, 
is bold, speculative, and analvrtical in his reason- 
ing, thoroughly unconventional iu his mode of 
address, epigrammatic, terse, and incisive in 
style, exhibitefindisputeble evidence of thought- 
ful study and diligent research, and impresses 
the bearer that his pulpit utterances are imbued 
with the fire of conviction rather than the flame 
of prejudice. So far, they are to a marked aud 
easily defined extent alike. But if Mr. Rose ap- 

to be more of an essayist than a preacher, 

Gordon appears to be more of an essayist 
than a preacher still. His pulpit addresses lack 
all the orthodox make-up aud savor of ordi- 
pary sermon compositions. etimes he selects 
a text of Scripture and expounds it, and some- 
times he ex without a text. He never 


away at iges. be never iso- 
lates and worries any pily selected word of 
significance or rarely wrau- 
gies over cardinal points. He is no crabbed 
controversialist. He does not invite his hearers

fold teachings is most beautiful, and you return 
from these pilgrimages mentally and spiritually 
comforted, refreshed, and invigorated. 

_The temperament of Mr. Gordon being essen- 
tially poetic, it naturally follows he has a keen 
eye for the wondrous revelations of Nature, 
and is never more felicitous than when, having 
Nature for his theme, he revels in a wealth of 
illustrations that prove his mastery over the 
art of word-painting, andexhibit his capabilities 
of depicting studies of natural and scientitic 
interest. 

Although he reads his addresses—for sermons 
we decline to call them—there is a freshness 
and piquancy about his voice and maoner of 
deliver that has an absolute and indefiaabie 
charm.y His voice, though of ligt cahbre, is 
musicaly and is artistically used, especially when 
giving int and emphasis to some poetical 
kom. . Gordon, apparently anzious to bring 
out every shade of meaning in given sentences, 
— occasionally over-empbasizes ; and thus, 
ike the school-girl who indiscriminately 
underscores, presents au unbroken un- 
formity of surprises, which ultimately 
coase to be surprises at all. 
His eloeution, however, on the whole. is chaste, 
and never cloys. He is listened to attentively 
from beginning to and, though his ad- 
dresses are of more t average length. his 
hearers exhibit no indications of weariness. 
Mr. Gordon inmpresses one.with the idea that, so 
far from telling ail ho knows, he is withholding 
much that is in him. He literally overflows 
with ideas, and is never at & loss, even in ex- 
tempore prayer, for the indentically proper 
words in which to express bis meaning. A 
fondness for the early masters of poetry, and a 
bias for ancient classical bards, historians, and 
fabulists, is frequently exhibited, though he is 
none the lees a discivie of Matthew Arnold, 
who, in a late — Ir .~ oulog od as the 

ost perfect singer of the day. 

“a 1 — comprehensi@e idea could be gathered 
of his style and composition, were we able to 
give excerpts from an address we listened to 
some Sunday or two ago, in which most discrim- 
inating definitions of *‘ sentiment ” aud“ imagi- 
nation were given, and which included also a 
slight but masterly reference to the past, pres- 
ent, and future of Paganism. Want of space, 
bowever, prevents our adding much more. 
Mr. Gordon evidently commands the 
profound attention of his oongregation, 
and this is specially noticeable when he engages 
in prayer. In devotional exercises the preacher 
evinces much thought, much reverence, much 
bamility of spirit, aod genuine sincerity. His 
prayerful utterances appear to be uliarly the 
outpourings of his own spirit rather than the 
presentation of the prayers of his bearers. 

Tne Church of the Redeemer is a plain, un- 
protentious, though comfortable, wooden taber- 
nacle, innocent of architectural beauty within or 
without. The congregation, however, though 
pot numerous, is decidedly seiect, and well able 
to afford a more fitting ecclesiastical structure. 
Some of the most prommeut merchants, bank- 
ers, manufacturers, and other representatives of 
the commerce of Milwaukee, are regular attend- 
ants, while very easily distioguisbabie are the 
familiar features of a gentieman whose indus- 
tries are known throughout the world, and 
whose pronounced views on the financial ques- 
tions of the day are the subject of much present 
interest and debate. More might be writtes 
concerning the pastor and congregation of the 
Church of the Kedeemer, but not * °

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DEATH OF A WELL-KNOWN DIVINE: 
SKETCH OF THE ET. REY. JOHN JOHNS. 

The Philadelphia Bulletin has the following 
description of one of the most noted men in the 
Episcopal Church in this country : 

Tue venerable Bishop Johne, known throughout the 
Episcopal Church of England and America as one of 
its most distinguished aud accomplished prelates, died 
April 6, at the Alexandria Theological Seminary, at the 
advanced are of 80 years, 

Bishop Johns was the son and brother of the two 
Chancellors Johns, of Delaware, and was descended 
from an old Colonial Maryland Quaker family of high 
respectability. His early religious training was in the 
Presbyterian faith, and he went to Princeton College 
with a view te the profession of the law. While a stu- 
dent there, he was the subject of a religious revival in 
the college, and under its influence connected him- 
self with the Episcopal Church and devoted himself to 
ita ministry. The late eminent Bishop McIlvaine and 
several other afterward distinguished divines were 
oollege-mates of Bishop Johns, and entered the minis- 
try under similar circumstances, ö 

Bishop Jchne’ first clerical charge was Christ 
Church, Baltimore, where he at once established for 
himself that reputation as an earnest and successful 
preacher which soon placed him in the front rank of 
American puipit orators. He continued to fill his 
origiual pastorate most acceptably for many years, his 
winning, gentle manners endearing him to all classes 
of his congregation and of the community, and his 
bold, pronounced maintenance of what are known as 
Evangelical views in the Epiecopal Church bringing 
him into more and more prominence, until, 842, 
he was raised to the Episcopate as the assistant of the 
venerabie Bishop Meade, of Virginia, whom he suc- 
ceeded, at his death in 1862. As one of bis brothers 
had filled bis father’s place in the Chanceollorship of 
the State of Delaware, so another brother, the Rev. 
Henry. v. D. Jonns, succeeded him in the rectorship of 
Christ Church, Baltimore. 

From tho time of his consecration, Bishop Jobns be- 
came one of the most prominent members of the 
Episcopate. His theological views made him, with 
Bishops Meade and Mclivaine, a chief leader of the 
Evangelical side of his Church, commanding respect 
and admiratien from ali shades of churchmen, by the 

urity of bis life, the sincerity of his convictions, his 
—— power, and theuusgie of s rare courtesy of 
manner and address. As oe pulpit orator, he had, in 
prime, no equal, no rival in the Episcopal Church, ex- 
cept his life-long colleague and friend, Bishop Mell- 
valve. Between them, they seemed to divide all the 
qualities that gave stiength, beauty, end foros to the 
public speaker. Bishop MclIivaines stately diction, 
and commanding prosence, and eas logic were 
perfectly complemented vy the impetuous torrent of 
antuustaam, the fervid zeal, the magnetic pathos with 
which Bishop Johns was wont 

„To eway his peers with golden eloquence, 
As wind doth shift a vane,” 

Bishop Johns, in former days, was a frequent visi- 
tor in Philadelphia. and the announcement of his 
death will be roveived here with sincere regret over the 
close of a long life, every period of which bas 
marked by the same higa devotion to his Master 
cause which took jon of it in bis early youth, 
and upon the whole record of which there rests no 


stain. 

Bishop Johns, atthe time of his death, was the fifth 
in the line of?the American Episcopate, his official 
seniors being Bishops Smith, of Kentucky ;-MeCoskry, 
of Michigan; Whittingham, of Maryland; and Lee, of 


Delaware. 
THE COMMUNION SERVICE. 
MEANING OH HIGH CELEBRATION.”

nico, April 15.— There has been a very 
general wish expressed to hear an explanation 
of the term High Celebration of the com- 
munion service. In the Prayer-Book there is 
one order for the administration of the Lord's 
Supper; not twe—nor several. 
Iz is nowhere intimated, to my knowledge, 
that there may be either a high or low celebra- 


tion. . 

Our Saviour was for all time the notable pat- 
tern of humility. Even in that last supper,” 
when His loving heart-longed to leave its im- 
press upon the hearts and lives of His disciples, 
there was a marked absence of elaborate cere- 
monial. While with bitter sorrow He gave warn- 
ing of treachery, aud the beloved disciple 
leaned upon His bosom, there were whisperings 
in their midst; and when, at the solicitation of 
His companions he asked the meaning of His 
words, the Maeter kindly gave an ansver, which 
made his meauing plain. 

While His form was yet instinot with life, and 
the warm biood — in His veins, He pro- 
nounced these words, which have caused dis- 
cussion and bloodshed in past ages, yet were 
manifestly plain and devoid of mystery to the 
disciples, to whom they were addressed. As He 
brake the bread and poured out the wine, He 
said: This is my body.“ This is my blood,” 
io the same metaphysical manner iv which He 
had stated I am the door,” I am the vine.” 
it seemed to excite no surprise among His 
hearers; no questions were volunteered, as in 
the first instance. This represents my body,” 
was clearly His meaning,” as I represent the 
door,” I represent the vine,” must be under- 
stood. No person has ever insisted that by any 
mysterious process our Savior was transformed 
into a door or & vine.

A disvatch from Paris to the London Times, 
under date March 23, says that the Pope, on re- 
ceiving an ivternational deputatiod the previous 
day, spoke of the Revolution as everywhere let 
loose against the Church, and of the fate await- 
ing persecutors, always chastised in theig im- 
pious work. Recalling the injunction to Ezekiel 
to “Prophesy unto these bones,” he said the 
Catholics, now everywhere scattered and perse- 
cated, wonld revive like those bones at the 
Divine breath and reappear full of life.

The two episties of Clement of Rome to the 
Corinthians have at last been found in what ap- 
pears to be an almost complete manuscript in 
the Library of the Patriarchate of Jerusalem, 
at Fanar in Constantinople. which bears the sig- 
nature of the notary Leon, and the date (5564) 
A. D. 1056, June 12. The manuscript of the 
Clementine Episties has been carefully edited 
and printed at Constantinople, aod Dr. Harnach, 
of Leipsic, bas given a fall account of the dis- 
covery, and of ite great importance to the his- 
tory of the Christian Cbureh before the middle 
of the second century. The fact that the first 
of these two episties, which is undoubtedly one 
of the earliest products of Christian literature, 
makes no mention of Peter and bis primacy, 
and of the Bishop of Rome as bis successor, ex- 
plains, according to Dr. Harnach’s opinion, the 
neglect of this epistle by the Roman Church. 
Clement lived A. D. 30-100, and was apparently 
Bishop of Rome during the last nine years of 
his hfe. The first epistie to the Corimghi is 
regarded as the oldest extant doc t of 
Roman Bishop.

Tax- 
ation becomes confiscation when assessed and 
levied by men who seize their offices 
by fraud. The political bearings of 
the recent usurpation at the South Town eleo- 
tion are far less portentous thao its certain 
effects on the business and property of the city. 
These cannot but be unfavorable in the bighest 
degree. We do not believe they will be perma- 
nent or arrest longer than temporarily the 
growth of the city. but for all that the real 
estate market bas been hurt by the political 
‘events of the lest two weeks, and the revival 
hoped for bas been deferred. Proverty-owners 
God themscives nothing better than unpaid 
trustees to transfer the receipts from their 

bouses and stores over to the tax-gatberer.
